Five Rehabilitated 
Sea Turtles Are 


Back in the Gulf

The Gulfarium’s C.A.R.E. Center 
released five rehabilitated sea turtles 
on the morning of March 13. 


Several hundred people were in 
attendance at Henderson Beach 
State Park to witness the event. Four 
of the five sea turtles released were 
considered cold stunned. The fifth sea 
turtle to be released had been at the 
C.A.R.E. Center since December 3, 
2017. 


Anni, a sub-adult Loggerhead 
weighing 101 pounds, arrived with 
a severe entanglement injury to her 
front right flipper. The fishing line 
was wrapped around her flipper so 
tightly it ultimately severed the flipper 
shortly after her arrival to Gulfarium. 
In addition to external entanglement 
injuries, Anni also endured a 
successful surgery to remove an 
embedded hook in her system. 


“We knew there was a chance we’d 
be releasing the sea turtles in colder 
weather, however, the Gulf water 
temp was well within range for the 
sea turtles,” said Graham Northup, 
Curator of Fish and Reptiles for 
the Gulfarium. “The surf was nice 
and calm, and it ended up being a 
beautiful morning.” 


Wicket and Porg, two juvenile Green 
sea turtles, were the first to be 
released. Cindle, another juvenile 
Green, followed shortly after. Mazzy, 
a sub-adult Loggerhead, was released 
fourth. Mazzy was also a victim of the 
last cold snap back in January. “Sea 
turtles that end up cold stunned are 
predominantly very young. Mazzy was 
a unique case in that she was a little 
older,” said Mr. Northup. 


Anni was the last of the five 
rehabilitated sea turtles to be 
released. Staff placed her down on the 
sand about 10 yards from the water’s 
edge. Anni decided to take her time, 
and gave the crowd an extra minute 
to take pictures. Anni sat in the sand 
patiently, until the C.A.R.E. team 
decided to help inch her along. Anni 
was lifted and carried closer to the 
water, and at that time she decided 
she was ready to head back into the 
Gulf.

Hey, Stoneman Douglas Kids, Don’t Ever Let 
These Cowards We Elected Off the Hook

To all those Florida students who walked out, 
marched, rode the bus to Tallahassee, confronted 
lawmakers, rattled the governor, sat down with 
President Donald Trump at the White House or braced 
Marco Rubio at a town hall on national television: 


You’re making an impact. And you’re making them 
nervous, because you're not going away. 


They outlasted the backlash after the Pulse nightclub 
slaughter. The Texas church killings seemingly 
vanished from the headlines within a week. The Las 
Vegas massacre produced a flurry of angst about 
bump stocks, and then nothing. 


Even the outcry after the Newtown child massacre in 
2012 lost steam, sapped by brutal ongoing grief and 
political futility. 


However, there’s a key difference between the 
Parkland and Newtown tragedies: The classmates of 
the Sandy Hook Elementary School victims were too 
young to take their pain public. 


To those from Marjory Stoneman Douglas Senior 
High who sat in the balcony of the state House of 
Representatives last week: You got a depressing but 
instructive civics lesson. 


Republican legislators warned against the imminent 
dangers of porn, yet refused to discuss banning 
assault rifles of the type used to kill 14 students 
and three educators at your school. 


You witnessed first-hand how lawmakers squirm 
and sweat when real citizens show up in Tallahassee. 
They’re accustomed to glancing up at that balcony 
and seeing insiders and lobbyists—not angry, 
heartbroken kids. 


Lobbyists like Marion Hammer of the NRA, watching 
closely, making sure her obedient minions vote the 
way she advises them. 


To those from Stoneman Douglas High who got to 
ask House Speaker Richard Corcoran if he’d support 
a ban on assault weapons, you heard something 
illuminating: 


He said “No,” explaining: “I think that if you look, it’s 
widely used in multiple different hunting scenarios. 
I know people who go out, and they'll do boar hunts 
and use them.” 


In other words, folks who like to shoot wild pigs 
with high-caliber semiautomatic rifles shouldn’t be 
denied their sporting fun just because crazed people 
use the same type of weapons to shoot humans in 
schools and churches and movie theaters. 


One more thing, kids: Corcoran is running for 
governor this year. You might not yet be old enough 
to vote against him, but your parents are. 


And to those thousands of parents—and students— 
who showed up Wednesday night at the BB&T 


Center in Sunrise (not far from the gun shop that 
legally sold the AR-15 to sick Nikolas Cruz), you 
accomplished something historic: 


You actually got Marco Rubio to take a position on a 
controversial issue. That never happens. 


Yet, in front of you and a large CNN audience, the 
NRA’s $3 Million Man said he would support the 
modest reform of raising the minimum age for buying 
rifles to 21. 


Commitment didn’t come easy for Florida’s 
slipperiest senator. He endured boos, jeers and an 
emotional interrogation by the father of 14-year-old 
Jaime Guttenberg, who was murdered at Stoneman 
Douglas High. 


While Rubio wouldn’t promise not to take any more 
NRA money, he agreed that 18-year-olds should be 
banned from purchasing AR-15s. Whether he follows 
through is something for you students to watch 
closely, since he wants to be the next U.S. president. 


By the time he runs again, youl all be old enough 
to vote. 


To those of all ages in the #NeverAgain movement: 
Look how you've got these guys scrambling. Corcoran 
and his counterparts in the state Senate are rushing 
out a package to tighten some laws on assault rifles. 


Gov. Rick Scott—an NRA sweetheart who’s running 
for the U.S. Senate—suddenly is working on his own 
grand plan. 


AND THE 
STATE LIKES 
THE GAY... 
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After past bloodbaths, GOP leaders always bided 
their time, waiting for the voices of the grieving to 
fade away. Then they did nothing, and that’s surely 
what would happen now, if your voices began to 
fade. 


But yours are getting louder and stronger, which is 
why these politicians are so nervous. It’s also why 
the alt-right is trying to smear you online, cruelly 
belittling those who survived the Parkland fusillade 
and dared to speak out. 


They stoop so low because they fear the power of 
your words and tears. They know the whole nation 
is watching and listening when you call BS on our 
nut-friendly gun laws. 


They see, too, that you’re not alone, that students 
and parents from coast to coast are rising, outraged 
and galvanized. 


So, to your awakening generation from a generation 
that has failed, here’s the message: Don’t ever 
go away. Don’t ever be quiet. Don’t ever let these 
cowards wriggle off the hook. 


The fight will be long, rough and often discouraging, 
but the price of silence would be unbearable.

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Teachers in St. Paul, Minnesota, have 
been hospitalized and permanently 
disabled by their “disruptive” African- 
American students, thanks to former 
St. Paul Public Schools Superintendent 
Valeria Silva’s commitment to ending 
the “school-to-prison pipeline.” 


One kid was “disruptive” by punching 
and strangling a science teacher, John 
Ekblad, giving him a concussion and 
permanent brain injuries. The African- 
American student walked away from 
Ekblad’s body splayed out on the floor, 
saying, “Did you see me slam that 
white-ass teacher?” 


This “disruptive” rascal was sentenced 
to 90 days house arrest and probation. 
Luckily, he wasn’t punished more 
severely, or he might have ended up 
on the “school-to-prison pipeline.” I’m 
sure he’s doing well now. 


A popular’ grade-school teacher, 
Debbie York, had to undergo repeated 
surgeries after an 85-pound first-grade 
student of color assaulted her when she 
tried to intervene as he was throwing 
furniture and biting other children.

When public school teachers—not a 
conservative bunch—in Minnesota— 
not a conservative state—are showing 
up in a boiling rage at school board 
meetings to complain about their 
African-American students having 
carte blanche to bully and defy them, 
the problem may not be that our 
schools are being run by Bull Connor. 


One teacher, David McGill, complained 
that an out-of-control African-American 
fourth-grader had “significantly 
compromised an entire year of science 
instruction for the great majority of 
his classmates.” He said there was 
nothing he could do about it because 
of the school’s racial quotas on student 
discipline. 


Superintendent Silva’s response was 
to get snippy about the teacher’s word 
choice: 


“You said they are ‘infecting’ other 
children. I almost fell out of my 
chair,” Silva said.

RevFest Is Puttin’ on the Fritz 


By Nikki Hedrick 


As Okaloosa RevFest rolls into its 
sixth year, the music event’s lineup 
is dotted with local and regional 
talent. RevFest 2018 includes The 
Good Lookings, The Graytones, New 
Earth Army, I’magene, Holey Miss 
Moley and The Fritz. 


The music kicks off Saturday, April 7, 
at noon and doesn’t let up until nearly 
2 a.m. 


North Carolina-based The Fritz is 
looking forward to their RevFest debut. 
Featuring Jamar Woods (keyboards 


and vocals), Jamie Hendrickson 
(guitar), Jake O’ Connor (bass), 
Michael Tillis (drums), and Mike 


Evans (percussion), the band aims to 
create without genre limitations. 


Hendrickson chats with me on his 
way to the band’s next gig. “We’re 
actually driving through a snowstorm 
in upstate New York, close to 
Buffalo,” he says. “And we’re heading 
to Syracuse, New York, tonight. But 
we just got back from Colorado two 
weeks ago, and that’s actually the 
farthest that we’ve (toured) from 
Asheville.” 


Although bassist Woods grew up in the 
Destin area, The Fritz came together at 
University of North Florida’s School of 


Music. Now the band calls Asheville, 
North Carolina, home. 


“Well, everyone was going to school,” 
says Hendrickson. “Studying to be 
a musician, trying to learn how to 
play, and everyone was trying to be 
a musician. We weren’t even friends, 
we just met because we’re like, Oh 
you know, Mike is a drummer that we 
liked. And, you know Mikey, he’s a 
percussionist, we want percussion, we 
need Mikey. 


“We all just met because we were 
musicians. We weren’t just like 
friends that hung out and decided to 
do some jamming. That would’ve been 
cool, but that’s not how it happened 
for us.” 


When it came to building the band’s 
presence, it took years of perseverance 
with a little trial and error mixed in. 
From learning the hard way about 
vehicle purchases (“We bought a 
van that could not tow a trailer,” 
Hendrickson quips) to taking every 
gig thrown their way, The Fritz’s early 
days found them feeling a kinship 
with The Blues Brothers. 


Although it is The Fritz’s first trek 
to RevFest, they aren’t strangers to 
the festival scene. Past appearances 
include Suwannee, Bear Creek, 
Wakarusa, and Catskill Chill.

“Well, Imean everyone likes drastically 
different music,” Hendrickson says of 
the band’s style. “So you know, it’s 
just kind of trying to get everyone 
to cooperate and agree on the best 
possible thing we can do for each 
musical decision. Everyone is coming 
from totally different places, which I 
think (is) one of the strengths of the 
band.” 


At the end of the day, performance 
is what takes priority, “We’re a live 
band. We play live all the time, and 
it’s definitely for the live experience. 
And we definitely feel like a rock band 
at heart, like we put on a rock show.” 


“Soul-driven dance rock” is a 
descriptor that the band often uses 
on their press material, and I couldn’t 
peg it any better. 


For others who hope to channel their 
inner Jake and Elwood, Hendrickson’s 
advice is to jump in with both feet. “I 
would say just go ahead and do what 
you love, do what you want to do and 
try it. You know, just kind of trust 
yourself and go for it.” 


The Fritz will be recording new material 
this summer, aiming for an album 
release before the end of 2018. Keep 
up with the band at TheFritzMusic.

Hubbert fearlessly answers those 
questions in his venture to prove 
that even the most well-known songs 
can be transformed through creative 
freedoms.

Lobster Tail officially opened March 1 of 
this year. The restaurant is located on The 
Boardwalk on Okaloosa Island. 


Chef Kevin Wynn, who also led the kitchen 
at The Black Pearl (which occupied the same 
address for years prior to Lobster Tail), has 
been pleased with business so far, and recently 
took time before the weeknight dinner rush to 
talk with Beachcomber. 


A native of Huntsville, Alabama, Wynn has 
been visiting this area since age 5, when he 
traveled with his family on vacations. The 
holidays included visits to area restaurants, 
many of which are only memories (though 
Angelo’s, a favorite in Panama City Beach, is 
still in business). He was intrigued by it all, 
and developed a lifetime love and taste for 
seafood, fresh and affordably priced. 


After studying at Culinard cooking school in 
Birmingham, Wynn cooked at several country 
clubs and restaurants before moving to Destin 
10 years ago. “I wanted to move to the beach,” 
he says. “It was a vacation.” He worked at 
Poppy’s Seafood Factory and was head chef 
at Hammerhead’s before moving to The Black 
Pearl, where he worked six years. When the 
decision was made to refresh and give the 
place a facelift, Wynn continued as head chef. 
“T tell people I come with the building,” he says. 


The new look retains the broad view of 
the beach, with several dining rooms, one 
enclosed, one with a more open-air feel. The 
aim was to make it more casual and fun, and 
to ensure that the loyal core clientele of Black 
Pearl (and all locals) are well taken care of. 


Wynn says he hopes to accommodate both 
diners in search of a quicker (though still fine) 
meal, and those who prefer to linger over their 
dinner. At present Lobster Tail serves dinner 
nightly (4-10 p.m.), but Sunday brunch will 
begin in the near future. 

As for the menu—‘I love lobster,” says Wynn. 
“There’s a million things you can do with 
it.” The 5S0O-percent lobster menu reflects 
that philosophy, offering fresh Maine and 
Caribbean lobster prepared fried, broiled, 
steamed, blackened, sautéed, in stew, eggrolls, 
and mac and cheese. 


There’s also mussels and clams (both shipped 
in fresh), conch, and a varying selection of 
local seasonal fish such as shrimp, grouper, 
snapper, cobia, redfish, mahi, tuna, and some 
less common items like tilefish when available. 
The sausage used in several dishes comes 
made-to-order from Georgia, and vegetables

are locally sourced. The menu also offers sweet 
tea-brined fried chicken, pasta, and steak. 


One of the centerpieces of the menu is 
the lobster roll, a traditional New England 
specialty that gets a simplified but mouth- 
watering spin—there’ s no mayo, just sautéed 
lobster (or a lobster/shrimp combo) on a 
toasted buttered roll. Another classic riff is 
the papillote-inspired grouper in a bag. 
There’s also fish and chips, seafood 
buckets for one or two, and a 
stuffed spiny lobster. Each item 
was prepared and tested at 
least 20 times before it made 

it to the menu.

As we talked, the kitchen sent 
out a serving of crunchy, fried 
lobster bites with a spicy honey 

mustard aioli, which I ate while 
they still scorched my fingers. I 
boxed up half for my wife. 


Wynn has a few special events such 
as tastings in mind, but for now he is 
striving to get things up and running 
with the new menu. His day usually 
begins at 9:30 a.m., doing prep (and 
paperwork, his least favorite task). He 
next cuts fish and prepares lobster, 
and the cooks come in at 3 for a 4 p.m. 
opening. Each shift has three cooks 
and a dishwasher, with a total kitchen 
staff of nine. 


His favorite part of the job, he says, is 
when he’s in the kitchen and everyone 
is working together in sync—‘It’s like 
being a coach.” He likes the analogy 
of a restaurant being like a duck on 
the water—“calm on top, kicking like 
crazy” below the surface. 


Wynn heads off to the kitchen to 
prepare something for a photo. About 
10 minutes later, he returns with 
a plate of spiny lobster—split down 
the middle, stuffed with shrimp and 
conch, lemon butter, and a mound 
of mixed vegetables, sautéed in olive 
oil and garlic. I dig in—sweet tender 
lobster, savory and chewy conch and 
shrimp stuffing, and almost candy- 
like caramelized squash, broccoli and 
onions. I manage to save half to take 
home to my wife. She loved it, too.
